"Briganti»e Borealis, while ííeeking 
labor at Urns, near Malata, Solomon 
Qioap, was attacked by the natives of 
the crew. í'ive Whites and one Fijian 
wére killed. 
Captain Mckenzie, the 
government's 
agent, and a boat's 
crew who were aâhore at the time, 
pulled a distance of forty miles to pro- 
cure help. 
Thtee other vessels re- 
turned and recaptiíreíí thè vessel. The 
names of the murdered crew are Dan- 
iel Creemer, mate; James Mather 
wood and William Kershaw, seaman ; 
William McKenzie, the captain's son, 
and William Hunkley, an apprentice 
steward; George Ward was severely 
wounded, but managed to conceal 
himself 
till the 
vessel 
was re 
taken, when two native men, woman 
and boy were captured and taken to 
Lenika. 
The 
natives of 
Reeva 
completely wrecked the residence of 
Mrs. Williams, at Sumatis, who nar- 
rowly escaped with her life. The cut- 
ter Idaho, Captain 
McMillian, was 
recruiting labor at Islan and Sante, 
the natives boarded her under a pre- 
ten-e of engagiog for labor, and in the 
absence of the boat's crew to the 
shoie, tomahawked the captain and 
the native crew remaining on board, 
except two, who got below and ob- 
tained muskets and drove the mur- 
derers overboard. 
The boat's crew 
was attacked the same time and all 
but two killed, w.^o reached the cut- 
ter and sailed away. 
The shooting of 
some natives and'running down of 
some canoes about three months ago 
was one of the causes of the attack. 
The natives were armed with m^iny 
modern weapons obtained from Gre.^u- 
laod and grow daily more dangerous 
and insolent. 
Traders assert that no 
onc'.s life is safe among the islands, 
nor will be so until there is a radicai 
change in the absurd 
regulations 
which have nourished the contempt 
in the native mind ot the English 
flag.

congressional session beginson Monday 
and it is ¡¡quite probable the 
demo- 
crats

business for discussion will be to de- 
termine 
the order and character of 
work 
to ba taken up at the session, 
and also to nocainate a postmaster for 
the house, ¿o fill the vacancy caused 
by thr cieiith of Col. Stewart.

pushing through the regular appropri- 
ation bills at the earliest day practica- 
ble, and taking up and di ^posing of 
the refunding bill.

coal. 
Within the few wtek.s that 
have 
elapsed since the beginning of 
cold 
weather we have already recorded as 
many as ten deaths of persons suffocat- 
ed in their beds by the escape of gas, 
including several cases like the shock- 
ing afrair in Cleveland reported

cently, in which entire families have 
pe^'isbed together.

to fi great number of instances of nar- 
rou- ("scspps from death in which help

In 
injiumfr-Hble ca-es where ga. sufficient 
to .-lufrocate does not fill the house, it 
I i'C'ipeo in small quantities and with- 
out being detected, mixes with the air 
:-in'l .acts as on in-Mious slow poisou 
npofi those who are much indoors, 
("issing impaire<I health all through 
the winter and })erarianectiy injuring 
the constitutiotj. 
Then 
leave your 
sto"? HTid furnace dampers 
open! 
impend a little more on coal and vou'll 
save it on doctor bills. If you have to 
buy .a i>urner be suspicious of 
the 
kind which i^re warranted to save too 
tnuch fuel. Get one with big dampers, 
ami be sure to keep those dampers 
open. 
At the end of the season your 
neighbor may brag that he has burned 
ft ton 1g«s coal th.-in you, but you'll be 
.safe in gue.?sir:g that his wi'e has had 
a headache twice as often as youis, to 
say nothing of the risk he has taken 
together with his entiie family of 
never waking up at all some fine 
morning. 


Floors for Poultry HoiiseR. 


Experience has convinced us that a 
large number of 
poultrymen 
have 
mistaken 
ideas about 
the kind of 
llooring that 
should 
be 
used 
in 
poultry houses. 
The habit, as it was 
years ago, of having boarded floors, 
proved generally ruinous to the fowls, 
particularly those confined during the 
warm season. 
Boarded floors absorb 
much of the moisture and volitile 
properties of the droppings, and no 
amount of scrubbing can make them 
fresh or free from vermin and bad 
odors. 
Some 
poulterers ' consider 
wooden iioors better adapted to s.-^cure 
dryness, but this is a mistake, unless 
there is a free circulation of air be- 
tween the ground and the boards. 
If 
sunlight and air cennot penetrate be- 
tween, there ia nothing to prevent 
moisture from settling there, 
and 
nothing to dispel or counteract the 
unhealthy odors arising from the hu- 
midity of the soil and boards. 


The best and moat natural flooring 
for henhouses, all things considered, 
is clean, dry earth upon an earth floor; 
it is better than any solid flooring of 
wood, stone, brick or asphalt; pulver-- 
ized loam or road duat, mixed with 
air-slacked lime, and plentifully scat- 
tered over the floor until raised a foot 
or more above the outside. The drop- 
pings by night or day are deodorized 
by the loose earth, and their fertiliz- 
ing properties are kept 
fresh and 
valuable. 
The floor should be scrap- 
ed at least once a week with a close 
rake and the earth sifted from the 
droppings. 
The manure should be 
stored in barrels for future use, or 
scattered 
directly upon the land.— 
Poultry Journal. 


Selecting? Fruit Tree«. 


In selecting fruit trees, look rather 
to getting good roots than a large top| 
A small, well-shaped tree with good 
roots, will soon outstrip a large one 
with an insufficient root, ^and will 
make a thiftier tree all the way along. 
Trees should not be planted deeper 
in thè ground than they < stood in the 
nursery, and we do not believe it 
beat 
to 
secure them 
by stakes. 
Against every precaution, the action 
of the wind will cause a rubbing of 
the tree against the stake, greatly 
damaging it. 
If 
the tree is well 
planted and the earth firmly pressed 
around it, the chances are that it will 
stand securely without other aids. 
Young orchards should be well fenced 
for many a nice young tree has bein 
destroyed by cattle for lack of this 
precaution. 
If the top is too large 
for the root it should be cut back to 
correspond.

THE INTiiKIOIE. 


Aiinu.ll R e p o r t of Seyrctary, 


In the last annual report the secre- 
tary of the interior gives a review 
not only of the opsratious of the 
past year, but of the four years of 
his administration. 
The larger part 
of the report is devoted to Indian .if- 
fairs. 
Ill his opeain;^ chapter 
upon 
this subject, the secretary gives an 
explauatioa of the important change 
which h IS taken place v/ilh regard to 
the reservation system. 
He say.s that 
although at 
first 
accepting it as he 
found it, the reservatiou policy which 
had so long been followed by the In- 
dian oflice, a more extensive ob^erva- 
and study of the matter gradually 
convinced him that this was a mis- 
taken policy; that it would hi vastly 
better for the Indians and more in ac- 
cordance with justice as well as a v-^ise 
expedience 
to 
respect 
their 
homo 
attachments; 
to 
leave 
them upon the lands they 
oco.tinied, 
provided such lands were capablo of 
yielding them sustenance by 
agricul- 
tural or pastoral pursuits, and to be- 
gin and follow up the practice of 
in- 
troducing among them the iiabits and 
occupations of civilized life on 
the 
ground they inhabited. 
In 
view of 
the fact also, that the maintenance of 
the 
system of 
l-Uire 
reserviitious 
against the pressure of white 
immi- 
gration aud settlement would in the 
course of time become unpracticable, 
a difierent policy has been 
followed, 
having for its objeet the settlement of 
the Indians upon lands in severalty, 
the disposal for the benefits of 
their 
lands notrcquired for tbi.s purpose and 
gradually to prepare a way fur 
their 
final 
incorporation with the body 
politic 
as 
independent 
and 
self 
relying 
men 
invested 
with all rights which other inhabit- 
ants of the country possess. 
The re- 
sults already accomplished in pursu- 
ance of this policy, and the promising 
outlook in tne same direction are 
described in general terms and illus- 
trated by specific accounts of 
the 
progesa made by individual 
tribes. 
The secretary does not make 
any 
recommendation of importance in re- 
gard to the land grants to the rail- 
roads, but 
recapitulates their 
last 
annual report, and states the result of 
an investigation made by the govern- 
ment auditor that 
their property is 
in good condition; thai< their earn- 
inzs have largely increa.sed, and that, 
although rates 
both for freight and 
passengers have been reduced, it is 
believed there will be, with a filling 
up of the country west of the Mis- 
souri remunerative 
bi-siness enough 
for each one of them.
